plague 
In 
1500

Henry VTI out of I>oudon, and he 
want as far a* Calais before h i 
slopped. 
In 
France they were a 
I’eal dagger down to the time of 
the French revolution. Since then 
mankind has found more effective 
means of fighting the rodents and 
the disease they are likely to carry 
The last epidemic occurred just 
after the World war— the plague 
usually 
follows closely after war 
periods, when physical resistance 
is low and rats have had a bard 
time foraging for food. The origin 
of the epidemic was traced to a 


ship from India which bad docked 
: in 
the Seine. 
Rats escaped aud 
i carried the germs to their neigh­ 
bors of the Paris rat colony. Soon 
the toll 
began 
to mount 
among 
human beings. There were 91 cases 
of the plague treated in 1920. 
By the use of mass vaccination* 
and 
a 
huge rat-killing campaign 
the epidemic was stemmed at once. 
There have been no cases since 
1921 in Paris. Moreover, in 1936. 
of 3,525 live rat6 captured and ex 
amined in the city’s laboratories, 
there were none bearing the bu­ 
bonic germs and only four were 
considered suspect.
